From  September  the  seven¬ 
teenth  through  September  the 
nineteenth,  the  flag  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  was  flown  at 
half-mast.  Many  students 
passed  by  looking  at  the  flag 
questioning  each  other  as 
why  the  flag  was  at  such  a 
position.  For  most  students, 
they  were  unaware  that  Fath¬ 
er  Edwin  G.  Kaiser,  C.PP.S., 
had  passed  away. 

F ather  Kaiser  had  a  history 
attached  to  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  that  dated  back  to 
1909  when  he  came  to  Rens¬ 
selaer  as  a  student  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  and  remained 
here  until  1915.  Father  Kaiser 
returned  to  Saint  Joseph’s  in 
1944  and  remained  an  active 
member  of  the  faculty  until 
his  retirement  in  1966.  Father 
Kaiser  chose  to  continue  liv¬ 
ing  here  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  after  his  retirement 
and  remained  here  until  his 
death. 

Father  Kaiser  was  a  true 
scholar,  in  1923  he  earned  an 
STD.  degree  in  dogmatic  the¬ 
ology  from  St.  John  Lateran 
in  Rome  in  1923  and  did  addi¬ 
tional  postgraduate  work  at 
Gregorian  University  in

Rome  (1924)  and  St.  Louis 
University  in  1947.  He  was 
awarded  an  honorary  degree 
from  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
in  1967.  He  also  delivered  a 
series  of  papers  to  meetings 
of  professional  and  learned 
societies  and  authored  15 
books,  many  after  retirement. 

In  recognition  of  his 
scholarship,  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  initiated  the  “Father 
Edwin  G.  Kaiser  Scholar 
Award”  and  named  Kaiser  as 
its  first  recipient.  The  award 
is  still  given  periodically  to  a 
Saint  Joseph’s  faculty  mem¬ 
ber  for  outstanding  scholar¬ 
ship. 

I  could  continue  to  list 
Father  Kaiser’s  accomplish¬ 
ments  but  I  would  rather 
comment  on  his  charisma  and 
warmth.  I  have  only  known 
F ather  Kaiser  since  August  of 
1982  but  I  was  really  touched 
by  him.  Here  was  a  priest, 
who  had  spent  a  very  active 
life,  confined  to  walks  with  a 
cane  around  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  and  needed  help  with 
things  he  had  done  on  his  own 
his  entire  life.  Yet,  he  had  the 
time  to  remember  your  name 
as  you  passed  him  and  would 
give  you  the  warmest  of 
smiles.  Several  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  commented  that  it  was 
amazing  how  he  could,  even  in 
his  final  months,  strike  up  a 
conversation  and  he  was  will¬ 
ing  to  respond  and  debate  as 
though  age  had  passed  him 
by. 

It  was  a  shame  that  not 
many  members  of  our  current 
student  body  knew  Father 
Kaiser,  for  in  his  own  way  he 
is  very  much  a  part  of  all  of  us 
in  the  past,  present  and  future 
student  body.  The  history  and 
dedication  he  leaves  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  are  immense 
and  I  hope  we  all  can  take  a 
lesson  from  Father  Kaiser 
and  strive  to  be  as  good  a 
scholar  as  our  talents  will 
allow  us.  I’m  sure  that  would 
be  a  farewell  that  Father 
Kaiser  would  approve.

REFRIGERATOR  FEE 

Yet  another  fee  has  been 
added  to  our  already  monu¬ 
mental  bill  here  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College.  What  fee  is 
that  you  ask?  The  refrigerator 
utility  fee,  of  course.  Due  to 
rather  substantial  increases 
in  electrical  fees,  the  college  is 
forced  to  charge  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  dollars  per  semes¬ 
ter  for  each  room  bearing  a 
refrigerator. 

Utility  costs  have  tripled 
throughout  the  state  of  Indi¬ 
ana.  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
receives  its  power  from  the 
Rensselaer  Central  Authority. 
This  company  receives  its 
power  from  Wabash  Valley 
Power  Authority  and  North¬ 
ern  Indiana  Public  Service 
Company  (NIPSCO).  NIPSCO 
is  recognized  as  the  third 
highest  charging  power  com¬ 
pany  in  the  nation.  Don’t 
forget  the  Wabash  Valley 
Power  Authority  is  adding 
their  costs. 

It  is  predicted  that  the 
rates  will  not  decrease  sub¬ 
stantially  until  1986.  Until 
then  refrigerator  users,  just 
dig  a  little  deeper  into  those 
already  empty  pockets.

Students  in  Mu¬ 
sic  Ministry  volunteer  their 
time  to  play  a  musical  instru¬ 


ment  or  sing  at  masses  and 
special  programs. 

The  Liturgical  Ministries 
Department  consists  of  those 
students  who  help  out  at 
masses  with  the  readings  and 
distribution  of  Eucharist. 
These  students  are  under  the 
direction  of  Charlie  Borger. 

Campus  Ministry  also  of¬ 
fers  a  chance  for  students  to 
volunteer  their  time  and  tal¬ 
ent  to  the  Rensselaer  Com¬ 
munity  Care  Center,  visiting 
the  elderly,  providing  com¬ 
panionship,  and  helping  in 
various  games  and  workshops 
with  the  residents  of  the  Care 
Center.  This  department  is 
headed  by  Annette  Klinker 
and  Annette  Merkel. 

For  those  students  inter¬ 
ested  in  working  with  chil¬ 
dren,  Campus  Ministry  offers 
two  unique  programs.  The 
Big  Brother  /  Big  Sister  pro¬ 
gram,  chaired  by  Amy  Siecz- 
kowski,  offers  students  the 
chance  to  work  with  children 
from  broken  and  disadvan¬ 
taged  homes  throughout  the 
Rensselaer  community.  The 
other  program  is  under  the 
direction  of  Matt  Boyle  and 
involves  volunteering  at  the 
Comprehensive  Development 
Center  in  town  working  with 


mentally  and  /  or  physically 
handicapped  children  and 
adults. 

The  sixth  department  is 
under  the  supervision  of 
Joanne  Tomko  and  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  organizing,  plan¬ 
ning,  and  carrying  out  of  re¬ 
treats  throughout  the  school 
year.  The  first  retreat  will  be 
held  October  26  through  28. 
Father  Matichek  and  a  staff 
composed  of  Saint  Joe  stu¬ 
dents  have  for  the  past  month 
been  preparing  for  this  week¬ 
end  retreat.  They  have  sel¬ 
ected  as  their  theme,  “Build¬ 
ing  Bridges  ...  to  yourself, 
between  yourself  and  others, 
and  between  yourself  and 
God.” 

The  retreat  will  have  a  cer¬ 
tain  amount  of  structure  in 
that  there  will  be  a  few  talks, 
given  by  SJC  students,  and 
activities  relating  to  the 
theme.  Also,  the  retreat  will  be 
a  chance  for  students  to  get 
away  from  the  hustle  and  bus¬ 
tle  of  everyday  life,  and  from 
the  demands  of  classes  and 
jobs.

This  has  been  a  busy  year 
for  the  committee  appointed 
to  make  their  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  the  position  of  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Af¬ 
fairs.

The  committee  was  again 
asked  to  recommend  another 
candidate  for  Vice  President 
for  Academic  Affairs.  The 
committee,  thus  after  accept¬ 
ing  applications,  recommend¬ 
ed  Dr.  John  P.  Nichols,  who 
was  approved  on  October  1  by 
Father  Banet,  C.PP.S. 

Dr.  Nichols  has  already  as¬ 
sumed  the  position  of  Vice 
President  of  Academic  Affairs 
and  he  will  be  carrying  out  all 
duties  which  now  apply  to 
that  office. 

Dr.  John  P.  Nichols  started 
teaching  Philosophy  at  Saint 
Joe’s  in  1968.  Dr.  Nichols  is 
now  the  Core  Coordinator  and 
professor  of  Philosophy.

With  the  beginning  of  each 
new  school  year  comes  new 
ideas.  S.A.  President  Ann 
O’Hara’s  latest  was  a  debate 
between  5th  District  Con¬ 
gressman  Elwood  “Bud”

Allen  Maxwell.  The  debate 
was  held  in  the  auditorium  on 
Sunday,  September  30  and 
was  open  to  the  public. 
WFLI-TV  out  of  Lafayette 
covered  the  debate,  which 
was  not  only  the  first  ever 
held  on  campus,  but  also  the 
first  official  debate  of  the 
campaign. 

Mr.  Shannon  Dehn,  director 
of  Core  I,  served  as  moder¬ 
ator.  A  panel  of  four  mem¬ 
bers,  three  from  the  school 
and  one  from  the  Rensselaer 
community  alternated  asking 
questions  to  the  two  can¬ 
didates.  The  panel  consisted 
of  two  students,  Kevin  Fleck 
and  Debbie  Ford,  both  sen¬ 
iors,  faculty  member  Miss 


Mary  Margaret  Smith,  and 
Mr.  Wally  Laird,  a  Rensselaer 
resident. 

The  issues  ranged  from  the 
U.S.  policy  in  the  Middle 
East,  nuclear  war  and  disar¬ 
mament,  a  proposed  farm  bill 
that  would  affect  this  com¬ 
munity,  to  the  economic  re¬ 
covery,  specifically  in  the 
fifth  district.  The  format  was 
this:  each  candidate  had  five 
minutes  for  an  introduction. 
After  each  question  was  posed 
both  Hillis  and  Maxwell  had 
two  minutes  to  comment  on 
the  subject  of  that  specific 
question. 

The  debate  closed  with  Dr. 
Maxwell  stating  the  major 
differences  in  his  views  and 
those  of  Mr.  Hillis.  Con¬ 
gressman  Hillis  finished  with 
a  statement  that  Dr.  Maxwell 
was  a  liberal  and  he  was  a  con¬ 
servative.  Ann  O’Hara  closed 
the  debate  with  an  announce¬ 
ment  that  any  student  who 
isn’t  registered  to  vote  may 
do  so  at  the  courthouse  before 
October  8.

Members  are  required  to  at¬ 
tend  at  least  75%  of  the  home 
games  of  one  of  the  four  major 
sports  (football,  volleyball, 
men’s  and  women’s  basket¬ 
ball)  of  their  choice. 

In  return,  members  will 
receive  a  reserved  seat  and  a 
free  bag  of  popcorn  at  football 
and  men’s  basketball  games. 
If  a  member  were  to  attend  all 
home  games  of  one  sport,  he 
will  receive  a  Puma  painter’s 
hat  or  a  T-shirt.

Because  music  is  constantly

Eyink  Impresses  Many  While  Running  For  New  Records

“Just  give  it  your  all,  all  the 
time”  is  sophomore  sensation 
Lorna  Eyink’s  motto.  Lorna 
amazed  track  and  cross  coun¬ 
try  fans  last  year  with  her 
record  breaking  strides,  and 
she's  back  on  the  track  doing 
it  again  this  year.  She  is  the 
only  cross  country  runner 
that  is  undefeated. 

Lorna  has  been  running 
since  the  seventh  grade.  Her 
high  school  career  as  a  runner 
was  filled  with  breaking 
school  records,  mainly  in  the 
5,000,  winning  invitational 
meets,  and  being  a  qualifier 
for  the  State  Championship 
three  times  in  her  home  state 
of  Ohio.  Lorna  enjoyed  run¬ 
ning  in  high  school  and  was  a 
winner  then.  Now  that  she 
has  made  the  move  to  SJC, 
things  haven’t  changed  a  bit 
for  her.  “I  feel  I  made  a  good 
choice  coming  to  SJC.  If  I  had 


gone  to  a  larger  school,  I 
don’t  think  I  would  be  doing 
as  well.  The  competition  is  at 
a  good  level,  and  I  have  been 
able  to  be  very  competitive.  A 
lot  of  the  credit  goes  to  our 
coach,  Dave  Smith.  He  is  a 
great  coach  for  distance  run¬ 
ners.  He  has  really  helped  me 
a  lot,”  she  commented. 

“I  feel  I  made  a 
good  choice  coming 
to  SJC  .  . 

With  success  always  comes 
hard  work  and  a  few  frustra¬ 
tions.  Lorna  admits  there  are 
times  when  things  get  rough. 
“The  difficult  part  a  lot  of 
times  is  getting  yourself 
prepared  mentally.  The  time 
will  come  when  you  have  to 
tell  yourself  to  push  harder, 
especially  at  the  end  of  a  long, 
hard  race,  and  your  muscles 
are  aching  with  pain.  That’s 


when  you  pay  for  the  success 
and  all  the  publicity  and  glory 
you  get.”  Sometimes  motiva¬ 
tion  and  nerves  can  be  a  prob¬ 
lem  for  runners,  but  it’s  never 
a  problem  for  Lorna  when  it’s 
time  to  run.  “Before  I  run,  I 
think  about  what  I’m  going 
to  do,  and  I  go  through  the 
course  in  my  mind  a  lot  be¬ 
cause  it’s  easy  to  make  a 
wrong  turn  and  get  lost,”  she 
says  as  she  begins  to  laugh, 
remembering  a  time  when  she 
almost  made  that  mistake.  “I 
also  must  admit  I  make  a  few 
trips  to  the  restroom  to  re¬ 
lieve  the  tension  and  calm  my 
nerves.” 

Nearly  every  outstanding 
athlete  sets  goals  for  him  or 
herself.  When  thinking  of  her 
goals,  the  three  things  that 
come  to  Lorna’s  mind  are  win¬ 
ning  Little  State,  running 
faster  than  last  year’s  time, 
and  remaining  undefeated.
